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LONDON CONFERENCE 
"OPTIMISM. 


BRIGHT OUTLOOK. 


Washington, July 19. 
THE optimistic opinion that the London Conference 
will succeed in salving Germany in her financial 
difficulties was telephoned from Paris to Washington 
to-night by Mr. H. L. Stimson, the Secretary of State, 
to his chief assistant, Mr. W. R. Castle. 


Mr. Castle immediately telephoned the information to 
President Hoover at bis summer camp in the Kapidans, and the 
Message has created a very cheerfal impression in Washington 
official cireles, 

Paria, July 19. 

The result of twa days oof momentous conversations 
between French and German Ministers was anpounced in an 
official communique isued at L,pam. toenigbt. 


FRENCH OFFICJAL COMMUNIQUE, 


The communique states that the French representa- 
tives, “realising the gravity of the German crisis, had 
declared, under the reserve | of certain | financial 
puarantees. and measures of political appeasement, that 
they will be ready to discuss later the terms of financial 
¢o-operation in an international framework.” 

The communique adds that the representatives of 
the two Governments “emphasise their determination to 
create between them in all possible measure, conditions 
favourable to effective collaboration in political. and 

. economic domains and agreed to associate their efforts 
_so-that eredit and confidence might be restored in an 
atmosphere of calm and security.” ’ 

Shortly after midnight, Dr. Curtius, the German Foreign 
Minister, issued a statement to German correspondents in 
’aris, It is understood that he assured them that the German 
neyotintors could notomake any conerete promises lo the 
French, but left: everything in suspense for the London Con. 
ference, Which opens to-morrow (Monday) - evening. Dr. 
Curtius added that although little progress had) been mide 
towards a definite solution of the problems before them, the 
atmosphere of goodwill that had been created grave ground 
for hope.

A popular and persistence report ia 
that the Kwangat Clique are again 
actively preparing thelr forces in 
another attempt to take over com- 
plete control of the two Kwang 
Provinces, and that the overthrow 
of Gen. Chan Chai-tong is desir- 
able on account. of the withholding 
of financiat support for the military 
forees in Kwangsi, Lt is certain 
that Generals Pei Chung-hai and 
Wong Shao-hung are now at Nan- 
ning and are loyally supporting 
Gen. Li Chung-yen. ‘New divi- 
sions are being organized and made 
ready for their campaign. : 

The report is being circulated 


that the military leaders at Nan-' 


ning are preparing to place in cir- 
culation in. Kwangsi a large amount 
of Kwangsi paper notes backed by 
thei! military forces, This would 
be but a repetition of the past and 
give them ample financial strength. 
The arrival of large numbers of 
well-quipped soldiers during the 
past few days has created uncer- 
tainty here, but the city remains 
quiet. 

The West River has been at high 
water mark during the past few 
days and continues to rise, but at 
no time have the main streets of 
Wuchow been flooded. Traffic has 
been uninterrupted. The water 
mark now is xbout forty-five feet. 
A serious flood is not anticipated. 

Motor-boats carry traffic to Nan- 
ning and Kweilin without difficully 
and some of the motor roads are 
being used regularly for transporta- 
tion by busses and private cars, 
Bandits in tho interior seem to be 
inactive at present.

AMERICA’S ECONOMIC 
STRESS. 


‘Tt in hardly possible: nowndays 
to pick up oan American news- 
paper without encountering — in- 
numernble references to the wave 
of depression and unemployment 
which the United States, in com- 
mon with most other countrica, is 
expericncing at the moment. Onc 
illuminating, sidclight on. the 
situation has. been provided by 
figures issued by the * Federation 
of Labour to the effect'that wage 
cuts, pait-time employment and 
unemployment, all combined, have 
lopped off more -than $2,600,000,- 
000 from the incomes of American 
wage-carners during the present 
year, As Inst yonr's record was 
relatively. as bad, the failure: of 
business to revive quickly is quite 
understandable. Tho knocking off 
of two and o half billions from 
the’ purchasing power of the 
nation in’ six months “provides all 
the oxplanation needed for. the 


present ‘hai 


creasingly avidont that greater 
organised offort of some kind 1s 
needed In America to copa with 
tho uhemployed problem there- 
As an instance of individual 
effort, we may mention the work 
ofa clergyman in Alabama who 
recently‘ got a number of friends 
to buy a farm on which he is 
teaching some 200 miner# how to 
become farmers—and, incidentni- 
ly, enabling them to grow food 
for their familica wnile they learn.

traden—-carpentry, motor repair 
ing, poultry farming and. #0 on, 
Eventually, the minister hopes, all 
of theae men will be able to carn 
good livings, even if the mines 
never reopen. The: interesting 
think ‘about all this is that here 
is a mintater who has found 0 new 
mothod of approach to the old 
problem of charity. A great many 
ministera ond om grent ‘ many 
church organizations have done 
noble work in relieving distress 
‘among the’ poor, But this man 
has tuckled the job from a new 
angle—an angle that has only 
recently become ¢pparent to the 
modern world.

again, Eventually, “no doubt, 
the nution’s relief work will 
centre more and more about that 
one point. Charity fa not enough. 
Sooner or later it must learn how

to prevent distress as well as how 
to relieve it. 

Ht is also being felt that the 
comings deende will sea ‘an 
enormous extension of — the 
practice of ‘giving money from 
the public Treaniry to people who 
ire unable’ to support themselves 
without, ussistance., The concept 
of Government as a paternal 
institution ‘is growing. If the 
number of prospective wage- 
enrners continues to be out of 
all proportion to the number of 
jobs available, State and Federal 
pension and insurance laws will 
inevitably increase. At_ present, 
pensions to widows who are yn- 
able to support their children 
are being ‘paid in-over forty 
States, but it has been shown by. 
the Children's Bureau of the De- 
partment ‘of Labour, after 
surveying 61 large cities, that 
on the average only about a 
third of the families aided under 
these pension laws get as much 
as is necessary for bare existence, 
In many States the number of 
mothers eligible to these pensions 
who are on the waiting’ list for 
exceeds the number of those 
actually being helped. To bring 
the existing pension payments up 
to respectable levels would entail 
a huge rise in public expenditures. 
Yet these things, eventually, will 
prabably be -done, for it is ree 
cognised that direct payments to 
the needy from the public till are 
going to increase, not diminish.

“EMPRESS” AMOK TO 
BE DETAINED. 


MEDICAL EVIDENCE. 


That he was insane and _intel- 
lectually incapable of offering 
‘either a proper defence or of 
comprehending the proceedings, 
was the decision of, the jury at 
the Criminal Sessions this morn- 
ing, when they were asked to 
decide whether Graciano Bilas, 
the Filipino who run amok on 
board the Empress of Canada, 
and, it is alleged, wounded and 
killed several people with a 
knife, was irisanc or not. 

The Chief Justice (Sir Joseph 


Kemp) explained that the jury 
were not. there decide whether 


«the prisoner was guilty of muriler 


or not, or whether he was, or was 
not, insane, at the time no certain 
uct was committed. They had to 
find whether he was intellectually 
capable of comprehending the pro- 
ceedings and of offering a defence, 


Mr, Co M. Sonres, aa foreman, 
nnd Messrs; A. V. Barros, V. i 
Gordon, A, UL. Remedios,  W, V. 
Field, and A. A. Gregory, were the 
jury. Mr. Somerset Fitzroy pro- 
weculed, and Mr. HL G. Sheldon, 
appeared on behalf of Bilas.

Imposing Ionic Columns and 
Marble ‘Interior. 


Tho imposing — building © is 
easily one of the handgomest in 

ec 
granite front being the massive 
Ionic columns and the large 
bronzo doors that open on to 
Queen's Road Central. Tho build- 
ing 1s typically a bank, hoving 
about it that air of solidity 
usually nasociated with a sound 
financial! house. : 

Tho prominent note in the 
vestibule is the finish in Italian 
marble. This marblo also plays a 
largo part in the decoration 
scheme of the lofty banking 
chamber which occupies the whole 
of the ground floor. Marble faced 
columns: reach the 36 feet to the 
celling, and are surmounted by 
artistic ‘bronze capitals brought 
from Italy. There is \ further 
marblo in the long counters that 
cover a large portion of the 
ground floor, while there is more 
bronze in the tellers’ cages that 
enclose some sections of the 
counters, Two . huge bronze 
chandcHera suspended from the 
ceiling supply most of the light of 
the banking hall. 

Only the basement. ground and 
mezzanine floors will be occupied 
by the National City Bank. An 
automatic Hft connects the ground 
and mezzanine levels, while a 
bullion lift.ut the renr of the 
premises runs between the three. 

Down in the basement is the 
vault, a practically hermetically 
sealed room that is fire proof and, 
of course, burglar proof. A 
masaive steel door blocks the en- 
trance, This door which weighr 
eight tons, is so balanced 
it awings.ensily and needs no 
more strength than the ordinary 
door to open. In addition to its 
combination it has a time-lock 
that prevents it being opened 
except at the time set. 

An additional precaution to the 
vault is that it stands isolated by 
n two-feet passage all-round, and 
by a system of mirrors, the night- 
watchman — pdepin through a 
loophole in the wall, can command 
a view of every inch of the vault’s 
four sides. , 

Entrance to the first and second 
floors is gained from Daddell 
Street where a fast lift has’ been 
installed. The first floor is to be 
occupied by Wilkinson and Grist, 
the xolicitors, while the American 
Consulate will be transferred from 
Ice ‘House Street to the second 
floor. 7

TONNAGE,

London, July 9. 

In view of the existing glut of 
fonnaye, the British Government 
has devided not ta give a guarantee 
for the building or sale of ocean- 
going vessels for whatever country 
they may be destined. 
_ On the other hand, the Prasiert 
of the Goard of Trade told the 
Ilause of Commons to-day, the 
Government will sympathetically 
consider guarantees in respect of 
Soviet orders for heavy engineer- 
ing material which wil! shortly be 
placed, provided that credits up 
to thirty months, ineluding the 
period of manufactures, van be 
arranged, The Soviet represerta- 
tive hus agreed to this.
